BLAGKBALLEU.

From th<! I.oiidim Timcf , Dec. 13. 
All tliose Nvlio hnvo a taste for scan- 
dal will be i^riililiuJ by the prospect 
■wLicli "Clmiulicrliiin v. Loyd" holds 
out. Just about tlie time that the 
Belt case ia ended, the former will, in 
all probability, come on the scene. 
Yesterday tlie defendant raised, be- 
fore Mr. Justice Field, a point which, 
if it hud been succes.sful, might, to the 
profit of all parties, we iiro convinced, 
have gone far to put an end to what 
appears to bo siugulariy ill-advised 
litigation. But the jioint was over- 
ruled, and tho jjublic will be invited, 
■wo suppoBo, to listen to the merits of 
what is evidently a very pretty quar- 
rel. The liigal argument in court, sup- 
plomented by the correspondence be- 
tween the President of the Board of 
Trade and the defendant, which we 
publish, will enable one to understand 
the nature and genesis of tho quarrel. 
It has grown out of a matter which, in 
ordinary circuniKlaiiccs, would no 
have been known outside a compara- 
tively small circle, but which became 
the'6ub|ect of public discussion. In 
April last two brothers of the Presid- 
ent of the Board of Trade, who had

were blackballed. This gave deep of- 
fense to a section of Liberals. It was 
not treated as a merely jjrivato matt(!r; 
it was magnitied into a political cal- 
amity. An agitation was begun in or- 
der to bring about a change in the 
rules of the club. The matter wn.s 
made a grave })arty question. High 
pulitcill influences wn-c invoked to ]}Ut 
an end to tho very possibility of such 
a contingency. Cabinet Ministers pro 
nioted and attended a meeting of the 
club, and moved or Kupjiortcd resolu- 
tions proposing to irantsfer I ho func- 
tion of election from the botly of mem- 
bers to a committee. But the ofip- 
sing elements were too strong, and in 
s]>ite of Cabinet Ministers the propo- 
sal was lost.

The correspondt'Moo betrayu a lack of tlio 
Hoiiso of proportiuii with svhicli tho minor 
anmiyaucos of life ought to bo viowud by 
a public man, and is not e.Xiictly of a kind 
in which one cares to see a cabinet minis- 
ter cugaged. 

But no great harm would have been 
done if the matter had ended, as it 
might well liove done, with a sharp 
|i,iHsage at arms between M;'. Clianiber- 
lain and .Mr. Boyd. Unfortunately, 
the disposition to attach exorbitant im- 
portance to the maitf^r has been persis- 
ted in, and Mr. Walter Chamberlain 
and Mr. Herbert Chamberlain havi> 
each brought an action for liliel an 
Hlniuli^r against Mr, Boyd, ami claimed 
£5,000 damages. ^Yl^ may be pretty 
^uro that, whatever turn tho ovidciuo 
takcH, the dispute will prove not to lin 
one which can bo discussed with much 
profit in a court of law. Indeed, the 
case neoms to be typical of a clas.s of 
litigation which is so rapidly multiply- 
ing as to call for observation. "In oth 
or days when men said unpleasant 
things of others at clubs and were call- 
ed to account by those whom they as- 
per.sed, the matter was recognizcti to 
bo purely private, and certainly not 
needing tho interjiosition of lawyers, 
and all the uiachiiiory and publicity of 
a trial. If the ollcnce were grave, 
they .agreed 10 meet some morning. 
Their seconds, without any fuss, ar- 
ranged tho details; and the principals 
settled their disputes at an early hour 
in a quiet corner. It was thought bad 
taste to let tho public into the secret 
of such quarrels. Men do not now, 
SETTLE TUEi a diffi:renci:s with pistols 
at Wormwood Scrubbs or Wimbledon, 
and there is no reason why tho jirac- 
tice should be revived. But it would 
not bo amiss if tho old habit of reti- 
cence were to return, and there were a 
disposil;ioQ to keep out o£ courts nice 
quostiotis of honor which the rough 
[irocesses of law cannot satisfactorily 
settle. Where aro wo to stop if ques- 
tions about eligibility to a club aro to 
bo the subjects of litigation? We may 
seo rival philosophers, opposing schools 
or theologians, and political leaders ap- 
pfialing to British Juries. As to tho 
merits of the dispute between Messrs, 
Chamberlain and Mr, Boyd, we enter- 
lain no opinion. But from tho nature, 
of the quarrel there can be but little 
doubt that it is a mistake to make it the 
sijbjnct of an action in the Queen's 
Bouch Div, People will never be out 
ofl itigation if thoy fly to law whenever 
lhay hear that an annoying story about 
thorn is in circulation.

OUn OLIMATE. 

Tlio present wiiittu- iu the vicinity of 
Victoria has thus far been ii very i)i)on 
Olio, ftlthough not moro so than many 
which have preceded it. Notwithstand- 
ing this, the thermomotor has occasion- 
ally-crept down to fioezing point, and 
about the now year to nine degrees be- 
low it; the icu has been strong; enough to 
afford two or throo iXxyn' skating — ami 
anew and oven hail have occasionally via- 
ited 113. The ordinary temperature h(nv- 
ever, has been somewhoro about 10^ . 
Under such circumstances vpfjetatioii 
must at times fool rather pu/.zled what 
courso to pursue and uccasidiially jnita 
forth buds and blosHoiiis which are coui- 
plotoly out of keeping' with the as.socia- 
tions of tho season. .\h a <jeneral fact it 
has boon stated that tho winter temi)era- 
'tare oiutho Pacific coast, aa compared 
with localitica on tho Atlantic ciast la 
equal to at least 10°. of latitiulc 
in favor of the former. For examplo, 
Quebec which is in about tho same luii 
tudo aa tho mouth of tho Columbia, has a 
Bovore winter; while in the latter locality 
it is as mild as in tho south of England. 
Tho southern portion of Vancouver Isl- 
and may be spoken of in a similar man- 
nor, except tliat it has a greater suninior 
heat with leas humidity. In the vicinity 
of Victoria the greatest temper:\tuic iu 
the shade in .Tuly and August appears to 
raiiKO from 80°. to 90°. Fnhr., whilo 
tho thormometcr in winter seldom goes 
KB low as 22 ° below freeziugj and some 
winters thoro is no skating at all excuiit 
on "rollers." In a province as largo as 
Britisli Columbia, hou'cver, it is poHsiblo 
to get every kind of climate; the ciiauu;e.s 
taking place imperceptibly. If we cross 
tho gulf to Now NVcstininstor on Fra.ser 
river, the air is more moist and tho tem- 
perature tliougli not so great is more equal 
but in winter tho cold is moro severe. 
The upper country is drier and hotter 
in summer, especially from Thompson 
river towards the southern frontier east 
of tho Cascade range. Similar remarks 
may bo niado concerning tho country 
northward towards .-Mi^xandria. In these 
regions tho winter cold is comparatively 
sharp. In tho northern portion of tho 
province above .■V]oxandri^^ on tho Fraser, 
in .spite of the elevation, tho numniers nre 
warm and in winter tho cold never e.^- 
ceeds 16 ° . or 20 ° . below zero. .-V.s a 
rule tho interior reiiKito from tho cou.st 
has iKmo of tho severity whicli would dii- 
tinguiah localities in tho same latit , h- 
o.iat. The coast climate may bo 6 \i I to 
o.xtend above Yale; ihon como evidences 
of a drier climate and at Lytton, fif) miles 
above Yale, there arc ovidencos i.if a hot, 
dry aummor. The greaiost degree of 
winter cold sooms to bo reached in tho 
mining districts about Cassiar, where tho 
thorinomoter has been known to descciul j 
to 77 degrees below zero. Tho above is , 
a general view (if tho charaeterial ics of i 
tho climate of tho province aa given by 
tho boat autlmritios. In tho neighbor- 
hood of Victoria, in the southorii portion 
of Vancouver Island, strawborriea, ciier- 
ries, plums, apples, pears and other fruits 
ripen freely in favored locations, and tlui 
settled portions of Vancouver Island pro- 
duce the ordinary cereals abundantly. 
Vogotablos in particular grow luxuriantly 
and attain to gigantic proportions. Tho 
adjacent islands arc noted for thoir 
fine mutton. Tho island climate 
is particularly adapted for raising a supe- 
rior quality of hops. Tho valley of tho 
Frasor presents the same general charac- 
teristics in point of cHmato and produc 
tion; but when tho interior is reached, 
(by the interior we mean tho groat cen- 
tral basin lying between tho Cascade and 
Rocky ranges of mountains) tlicre are 
found vast plains clothed with vegeta- 
tion which furnishes tho best description 
of food fur great herds of cattlo. In this 
basin — where tho summers are dry and 
warm — grapes, tomatoes and inelons, in 
addition to the more hardy vegetables 
and fruits, grow in abundance, and with 
railway cummunicaliim coniplutod to the 
coast, many of tho articles wliicli it 
does not pay now to raise in tho interior, 
will find a ready market. Surely such a 
climate must present great advantages to 
the intending settler, who is thug enabled 
to contniue his labors all tho year round 
with corresp"uding profit, without hav- 
ing to atrugglo with long and lovero win- 
ters as in IVIanitoba, whore the thermom- 
eter sinks to 45 degrees bolow zero and 
the winter lasts six months during which 
cattlo must be housed and fed. 



old adage that "a stitch in time saves 
nine" so applicable as to the importance 
of keeping up tho salmon supply. It will 
bo too late after the depletion of British 
Columbia waters and tho investinent of 
millions of dollars in canning establish- 
ments to commence salmon hatcheries — 
one ought to be establishocl inunediatoly 
on the Fraser. From these ostablish- 
inoiits branches could be started in other 
parts of the province. Only some $5000 
or if'tjUOO are required to make a com- 
mencement, and our contingoiit at Otta- 
wa having only to montion the matter to 
;^ot tho necessary sum put on the esti- 
mates for the coming session. It is also 
desirable that Mr. Wilniot should visit 
this coast, not only to superintend the 
erection and putting into oporation of a 
talmoii hatchery, but to make himself ac- 
(jiiainted with the illiniitablo amount and 
great variety of our sea food supply. The 
erection of an ostablishnient for salmon 
propagaliiiu is one of such [laramount im- 
portance t(j the whule [iroviuce t hat every 
commoner and sunatur will urge its ne- 
cessity and press its immediate and favor- 
able consideration at tho Dominion capi- 
tal. That this matter will not bo lost 
sight of nor the valuable fishing inlereats 
of Ih'itish Coliimliia neglected by our 
ii I'l'osentatives in the commons an well 
as their colleagues in the aenato goes 
without ([Uestion; and that it will be 
brought to a successful issuu during the 
incoiiiing season, none Iiavo reason to 
doubt.

A SALMON HATCHERY. 

The vast importance which the sahnoii 
induatry has already assumud in thi.s 
province and the fields of operation that 
are yet unoccupied aro auggostivu of tlui 
question as to whether the abuiidunt sup- 
plies of tho past will be kept up in tho 
future. On this point the oxporienco of 
other countries ciin only bo accepted for 
a solution of tho problem. It is (juite 
within tho romombranco of people still 
living when tho great river of New Bruns- 
wick, the St. Jolm'a was as iiuich noted 
for salmon ..s thu Fniscr, Skooiin. and 
Naasnow are in this provinco;and yet more 
than a gonoration ago scarcely a fish 
could be found where a few years previ- 
ous thoy were litorally crowding each 
other out of the water. The e.irly ^lio- 
noers of New Brunswick looked upon tho 
salmon supply as inexhaustible; yot with 
only tho rude appliances for catchiiiij that 
were used in those days, a few seasons di- 
miniahcH the annual ran and finally the 
waters wore deserted by this valuable 
fish. FJarly scttlor.s on Lake Ontari ) 
rt-ent through tho same expericnco. Every 
amall stream was teeming with salmon. 
They could be caught almost anywhere 
and anyhow, but for nearly half a cen- 
tury past a Salmon has been a rare fish. 
Pisciuulture, although comparatively in 
it* iufancy, is beginning to rehabilitate tho 
wiUors of Now Brunswick, Quebec and 
Oiiti.rio with tho hmg banished fiah that 
fonnurly uccupied tliein. To no one is 
the Domiiuon more indebted for calling 
attention to replenishing tho waters of 
the eastern pruvin^eg than S. Wilinot, 
Esq., of Newca»tl«, Ontario. Hia years 
of patient toil and unwearied poraover- 
ance ha"e at last borno fruit and millions 
upon millions of tho sidmon an^i ^^.j,jjg g.,ij 
families have been propagatedirv mjtn- 
erouB hatcheries under Mr. Wilmot'a su- 
pervisiun of which the one on hia own 
property, erected and carried on for Bomc 
time at his own expense, ia tho pioneer 
ostabliahmcnt. After j'oars of cxpori- 
mouting and observation ho placed Qsh 
culture beyond the realms of poradven- 
ture and now salmon, white fiah and 
other valuable mombers of the finny tribe 
aro slowly but surely returning to their 
haunta of long ago. Aa yet it ia an un- 
solved problem whether British Colum- 
bian cannori' proprietors are' over-fishing,

Sanzol for Kany InIurdorB. 

On the 30th of November, at 10 a.m. , 
a dreadful woman, one Kate Nagy, was 
hanged in Stoiiiaii- .^nger, tho fri,ntii?r 
town bolween St)ria and Hungary. In 
tho annals of crime she will occupy ono 
of tho liist places, for, although she con- 
tossed to six murders only, she was con- 
victed of twenty-six, and wo may sup- 
pose that she committed many more. 
She found moans of obtaining poison 
from cheinists in small provincial town* 
liy prelendiug to have a liouso full of rats. 
I'ho small cakes which sho sold in a tiny 
shop wero so universally liked by old and 
young that sho could sell poisoned cake* 
to tho persons who wished to rid them- 
selves of superfluous relatives without 
arousing suspicion. Her first murder 
was probably that of her own husband, 
and when this remained uiidiscovereel sho 
committed a succession of other murders, 
for which she was paid by the parties 
concerned. Her vietim.s were men, wo- 
men and children, old and young, and, 
although iiur neighbors had long siis- 
pectod her. still no one dared to accuse 
her of tho dreadful crime. Sho was be- 
lieved to bo very pious, and it waa chief- 
ly by her aid that tho Dominican friari 
of Steinan-Anger were able to found a 
religiou.s society which gained great iii- 
fluenco in the courao of years. .Although 
sho ounfessed to ai.x murders, the Ciiurt 
of Ju.stice condomnod her only to hard 
labor for life; but the imperial counsel, 
appealing to tho High Court, obtained a 
death sentence, which waa aigned by the 
Emperor about the middle of last month . 
Ever since the sentence waa communi- 
cated to K.ite Niigy she spent her days 
and nighta in praying ami fasting; \i ith 
hor fat her confessor over by her aide. 

On Thursday the hangman arrived from 
Buda-Peath, and Kate Nagy was takgn to 
the place of execution at tho other end of 
tho town. When she appeared in the 
street everyone was surprised to see u 
meek little woman of about fifty years of 
nge, with a kind, motherly expression on 
her small face. .She waa escorted by a 
dotatchmeiit of imperial dragoons and fol- 
lowed by theusanda who had come from 
all parts of the country ti' -. e hor. .As 
she onterori the wooden foiin which con- 
ceals the oibbel from the eyes of the pub- 
lic .she started, for her daughter came up 
to hor and begged leave to enter with hsr 
mother. When she was refused, she 
fainted in the nrms of some women who 
had some with hor. Tho hi»ngman ful- 
filled his terrible task in a few socondi.

Tho Annexation of Canada. 

jAtKSONVILLE, Or., Nov. '-'1, ISS'J. 

EoiToi: Catholic Monitoh:— I have 
read with interest yours and Kov. Father 
Treaoy's suggestions touching tliia subject, 
but I owo it to love of country and race 
to rise against such a plan. Let nie tell 
you candidly that in the interest of my 
nationality I am opposed to such a scht-mo 
and I know that the iiine teiiths of my 
countrymen iu Canada do not think oth- 
erwise. Allow me to use the words of 
Mr. Tasse, M. P. for Ottawa, before the 
late convention of Caimdiaiis at Lowell, 
Mass. 1 will give you the translation of 
his s[)eech. Mr. Tasse said: " In two 
memorable instances, in 1775 and 1812, we 
Canadians have refused to share tho 
American destinies; we have oven shed 
our blood, accomplished prodigies of val- 
or, also won the ever memorable battle of 
Chatoauguay in order to remain Canadi- 
auB. Ye.", we did not listen to the urging 
appeids ot Washington, Lafayette and 
Rocliambcau, and ulKUild this appeal be 
mado under more enticing forms, it would 
produce les.s echo than it did mnro than a 
century since on the banks of tlio St. 
Lawronci. ^VIly >. Hecauso wo Cana- 
dians have leariil to dream of something 
else besides addine star.s to the I'liioii. 
We have higher a.'<pirations,i(i^'/n/.< ('>')if/i. 
mus. Instead of ambitioning an etl'ete 
role in your republic, wo wish to become 
a great nation in tho North. The pro- 
vince of Quebec alone is as vast as France 
itaelf, and in the coiifedefatioii which 
knows no limits but, the north pule, and 
which, like yours, stretches its arms be- 
tween tho two oceans, is as extensive as 
the American Republic. Ves, wo wish to 
found a new nationality, a civilization 
more advanced than yoiir.s, a civilization 
in tino impregnated with Christian spirit. 

Wa have confidence in tho iirodictioii 
of one of your iiuial eminent statesmen, 
William H. Seward, who saiil: "The 
United .States will one day regret of hav- 
ing treated Canada with such arrogance 
and pride. Canada ia destined to become 
the seat of an iniinonso empire, tho Uussia 
of North America, but a Ilusala witha niore 
advanced civilization than the Eiiroiieari 
Russia. All tho political stars of the 
South luay become faint, while those 
which light the North Pole increase in 
eclat and splendor." Hero is the future 
we dream for our country, and it ia that 
robust and immovablu faith in that future 
which prevents us from accepting tho po- 
litical advances you proposo to us. 

In the second place, we wiint no an- 
nexation, bocauso our political institutions 
are more liberal than yours. We look 
upon them as superior tu either tho ISng- 
liaii or Republican institutions. Our fed- 
eral system has better equilibrium and ia 
more responsible lhan yours. Your kov- 
orning guides are iinmovublu for a fixed 
period, iiupoachmunt and the assassin's 
bullet can alouo disidace thoin, while 
ours may bo deposed whenever they turn 
provarioatoi's or undeserving. Our Cana- 
diin institutions protect the minority bet- 
ter than yours. Not far from hero, in 
New Hampshire, in that boasted land of 
liberty, a Catholic was until recently a 
political pariah, he could nut bo elected 
to any office. Throughout Canada, on 
tho contrary, the conatiiution ostracizes 
no one. .All creeds are equal before tho 
Uw. 

"In your convention it was question of 
oatablishing free schools. Now, tho prin- 
cipal object is that it will bo necessary to 
continue to pay the State tax if you wish 
to build Catholic .school.s. In Canada 
there is nothing of the kind. The min- 
ority is protected as much as tho inajorit)'. 
Tho feelings and convictions suti'er no 
violonoe. In the province of ()nt:irio, 
the most Fnglish province of the confeder- 
ation, our countrymen not only have the 
right to have separate schools without 
contributing to tho common school fund; 
but even receive an allocation from tho 
State, proportionato to the niiinber of 
acholara. However, you ,nre relatively 
more luimeroua in Massachuaiitts than our 
countrymen in Ontario. The Protestant 
minority is btill treated with more liber- 
ality in the province of Quebec. Well, I 
ask yon then, does not our system, infin- 
ilely more liberal than your.s, aflord more 
aafcguards for the protection of minor- 
itiosf 

"In a French [loint of view, who 
would allirni lhat our nationality would 
bo better treated in the United States 
than it is in Canada { Who would hold 
that wo would be as free and powerful 
in the province uf Quebec; that our civil 
laws would be ros[iected as well; that our 
language would remain in the sovoroigii 
tongue/ III the Federal parliament our 
tongiio and the English language are 
equ:illy recognized ; we can use either 
tho one or tho other when our rights 
and interests are at stake. Where could 
we dream a greater liberty ( The Capitol 
of Wnaliiiigton, has it ever re echoed tho 
tho luund of our tongu'i '. No, never. 
Our nationality ia scarcely acknowledged 
in Louisiana, although formerly entirely 
French. Yos, we fear the abyss of our 
annexation, for it could bo our Niagara. 
" And why should we annex ourselves to 
the I.'. S. wiien our country is progress- 
iiio so extraordinarily; N\'e are to-day as 
prosiiorous as ytu are. Labor ia abuii- 
iUnt,a3 well !is rewarded, without being 
constantly warring with capital. Agri- 
culture is flourishing aiul remunerative, 
industry is receiving a good impetus. 
Every day we build several milos of ruil- 
road; every day a new factory springs up; 
every day Bwarins of laborers curtail the 
extent of the forest. I am .assured that 
one thousand Canadians of Lewell alone 
have returned to their native soil last 
year, and I am not suvprisod. All our 
liands are busy, and for thousands more 
wo have recoiir.se to European immigra- 
tion. Yos, all of you who can, take up 
tho pilgrim's staff and you will lintl 
your place again in thu great Canadian 
family. Our mission is beautiful, grand 
and glorious. Lot us be only dutiful and 
self-sacrificing.
